Protection vs. Reciprocity. 

Comparatively low poreonB, wo ap- 
prehend, fully realize »l»o extent to 
Which the theory of protection has been 
carried in the neighboring Republic 
The Customs Tariff of the United 
Stutes has boon tending upward until it 
hath with truth boon said of it by ono 
of. their own loading journals that ' it 
is the highest tariff that over ulU ctod 
any civilized nation in any ago.' The 
duty on imports in anciont Grooco never 
ro«e above throo per centum, ovea in 
timo of war. The old liomau Tariff* 
averagod about four per cont, ovon 
when, as Diny says, ' the rock of the 
Capita! was rent by tbo endeavors to 
prop up the tottoriug remnants of tbo 
Empire.' In England accepting, as may 
safely bo done, the statement issued by 
Historious, 91* por cont. of the ontiro 
customs revenue is colleoted off six arti- 
cles, and in the whole range of the t-iriff 
there are only twonty-four articles. Tuo 
Amoricau tariff compriHoa over -1,000 
dutiablo article-, and the avorago duty 
thereon is not lcsn than 50 por cent, in 
gold. Tbo British Columbia tariff has 
only about a score of articles in the freo 
list. The Dominion tariff has noar 
tlireo hundred. The average rate or, 
dutiable goods under Uu Dominion 
tariff is ahont 115 por cent. Under the 
British Columbia tariff it is IS per cont. 
la it a matter of surpriso that the Am- 
erican pooplo begin to sigh for relief,from 
their fearful taxaiiou It is aloue thoir great 
patriotism that has enabled them to bear 
up so patiently nndor it. The enormous 
debt iucurred by tbo civil war appear- 
ed to render heavy taxation necessary : 
and a people who wero willing to fight 
as the Americans fought for the freodom 
and for tho unity of their country wore not 
lincly to shrink from taxation iu ordor 
to wipe oil' tho expenses of that terrible 
and most herioc struggle. But the 
occasion for that has, in a measure, 
passed away. People begin to ask tuetn> 
seivea way tuo same generation who made 
such ono'rmous sacrifices, in time and 
Hubstauoo and blood, in order to 
band down to succeeding generations a 
tree and united country, should he called 
upon to cripple thomsolves aud stunt 
tho growth of thoir country by attempt- 
ing to pay off tho whole debt iu their 
lifetime. " Why, it is asked, should uot 
tho debt bo funded, and tho payment 
tboreol spread over many years ? And 
tho answer is about to be givou by tbo 
funding of ttio national debt ot the 
TJuitod States. With that wise step 
comes another ; relaxation of taxation, 
a great reduction of tho Customs dudes 
and the establishment of a recipro- 
city treaty with the Dominion of Cana- 
da. These are tho changes which are 
assuredly in the imm^dia'.e futuie, and 
thoy are changes scarcely loss important 
to us than to our neighbors. With tho 
power ot freoly interchanging oommodi- 
tios with our imme liato neighbors an 
impetus would be given to industry 
and development in British Col- 
umbia the full industry and 
extent ot which cannot easily be over- 
estimated. We have much more than 
many people havo any idea of, to givo 
to our neighbors, all or nearly all ol 
which is practically shot out now.

The way from tho Don to the 
homer Paleoe, where the Public foBtivities 
wore held was laid with carpet reprcoeniing 
tho colors black, rod and gold, After the 
ooronation iho carpet was given to tin: 
people, uud everybody tii"d to oul off n 
piece, which was carried about tho city as a 
Hag. In the year 1484, at the Reichstag at 
Uayence, these colours wero recognized as the 
trno German one, and they were continued 
until Napoleon put an end to the empire in 
laou. 

.Since ibal time tho Burokeaschaften have 
kept tho old colors in memory. In the revo- 
lutionary year 1818 the German colors wore 
again brought to light by the members of tho 
National Assembly at Frankfort, There was 
considerable discission at the timo as to 
which color hul tho prccodoncu. Preiligralh 
sang; 'Powdei is black, blood is red and 
golden dickers tho Qarael That is tho old 
Imperial standard.' Frederick Wilholin II. 
however was tho author of tha motto bearing 
the moaning of tba German standard: (From 
night, through blood to light!'

gether to blame lor lho misfortunes of this 
oolooy. The people were the most to blame. 
They had been loo anxious to in^ko money in 
lho oouotry and bo off with it. Hsrealter 
luore must bo no auoh practice — wo must 
inako the country ours and our children's lor 
all time to come. | Applause.] Responsi- 
ble Government would coma uud ho trusted 
it would be beneficial. There would be 
some diiiicully iu carrying or. Responsible 
Uovorumont iu thia colony with loss ih in 30 
members of the Legislature— and where 
wero wo to s,n' tfcom Irora an. I send members 
lor Ot'.awa? Why, we should all have lo bo 
legislators, (a laugb.) Responsible Gov- 
aromenl would be more expensive. In all 
small colonies it was generally corrupt and 
txpenaive. (a hiss) Bui for all that, u had 
to cotnu, Wa must go through the education 
aud iu the end it would turn out all that was 
expected ol it. Uudcr the O:fion.c Act lbs 
people could huvo Responsible Government 
Wbeqersr ihuy choao to ask fir it. Every 
candidate njw bob. re the public went in to; 
it ; and ic would bo useless and wicked lo 
attempt lo resist tho popular voice. The 
Canadian Government bad no wish to dic- 
tate to I ha people the particular torm ol 
KQVpr. inent they shall have, lie hopud that 
the $150 01)0 the Canadian Government had 
given ua would not ba absorbel by Respon 
sibie Gjvornmejt, which he looked upon ..a 
a sort of political cannibal. sm. by which the 
polit'Ciaus lived on the people, tie bad not 
the slightest intemion of opposing it, Ho 
aii^ht luro cannibal himself. 

.Mr Wallace— Do you dishtlievo in tba 
principle of Responsible Government ? 

Dr Helmoken— Disbelieve in tho prioci-. 
pic — an Englishman diaOelieve in the prin- 
ciple of Uespoiuiblo Government? No. 1 
have always said tho people ol this colony 
were competent to govern themselves nut 
that they would never take trouble. Tbia 
must end. The people must coma lorward 
now. Muuicipal institutions in thia coiony 
do not wsrk vory lavorably ; but when the 
people bacome the Gnverrmeiu ihoy feel 
that they are pait of the cououy and stay in 
it and strive to boildil up. Thepeoplede- 
8iro Hesponsibie Government and he aho'Jid 
uot oppose it, It rnu<l coma after Oonled- 
eraiion. Ii he wanted to influence fotea bu 
would tell people thn Run shouldn't set until 
thuy should have it. [a laugb ) The Organic 
Aci cannot cotne into force u.ilil after the 
colonies aro umteo. Wo might make a law 
to alter our Constitution ; bul such a law 
would requite Her Muje-ty's signature be- 
fore il came in force. Responsible Govern- 
ment could nut be insetted in the Term?. 
Wiih Confederation, he believrd, the Lugis. 
lature to be elected now would not laat u 
tnelvemonlh. However, ho should vote for 
Uesponvible Government, it be wero sotu 
in the responsibility rested with the people 
themselves, (laogbttr) The I nrill question 
wue ons; of great importance. Had he known 
as rauoh when he wrote h.s address as he did 
now, heahould not have wrilteu as darkly as 
he did. Tho 1 atom of hopu' bo then enter- 
tained had vanished. The Tarifla were nol 
to be tampered with. We mast either tako 
tho Canadian Tanfl or keep our own. If 
the Canadian Tarill were accepted by the 
colony we should save about S70 000 pur an - 
num— not §120.000, "J bod boon slated, 
tixoepliog spirits, cigars, opium and Hour, 
the remaining ailioles yield tho same amount 
ol rovonac under both Tariffs. Tho lirilisl. 
Colombia Tarill' protectod the farming uud 
other interests ; but tho Canadian Tariff did 
so k, a much lens extent. The Canadian 
Tariff was made to protect lhe industries 
of Canada— ours to protect our industries, 
His object was to get the duly on spirits in 
our tariff reduced to the Canadian Btoodard, 
and to gel ilia duties on flour nnd wheat nlsn 
reduetd' Rut he couldn't do it. I'rotaoiiog 
tho farming interest bad douo good lo this 
colony nnd 1000 acres more of land culti- 
vated would lupply all wo now import into 
the country. Tho ulterior of tho Mainland 
raised a surplus, and lhe railway would Boon 
supply 11 means of bringing that surplus to 
a market. We required here a larger aiar- 
kot lor agricultural product?. The fanners 
and lbs country generally were contented, 
lietu in Victoria waa tho must grumbling 
and could any one show him any proupeel of 
Victoria improving? No— because ihera was 
not u large enough population in lhe country 
1 1 aupport Victoria. What waa wanted hero 
ivnn a largo rural population , and how wero 
we to get it ? By Confederation, Tho pub- 
lic work: to be pel formed by tho Dominion 
would yive emplcytnori! to thousands and 
Ihey would creato a demand for ogricultural 
products. But ho was uot going to oppose 
Confederation booauae the farmer win not 
protected— and .here wuanouso in hn seek- 
ing torupresoot Victoria and vota against ibe 
Canadian Tarifl. If tb' 1 people aooeptad 
Ibe British Columbia Tariff it would remain 
stationary lor 'on years. He believed that 
in ten years the Canadian Tarifl would be 
heavier than the British Columbia Tariff is 
now, the Canadian Government having 
undertaken such enormous works that they 
must increase their customs duties. Free 
trade waa out of tba question. Wo oonld 
never get it again as wo had had it hoforo. 



He asked lho peoplo to give him full power 
touso his own judgment iu protscling tbo in- 
dustrial int rests ol tho colony. If Ibey 
oould trust bin in lhat ruspoot, elect bitn. If 
they could uot, discard bim. The Railway 
was next discu;sad. Tho first idea, ho said, 
Mat struck ibe traveler across the continent 
was — how far Canada was irom this oolouy 
without u railway und bow nuur sho would 
be with it. Tho doctor gavo u briel but in- 
lereHting description of the character of t tit) 
country through which the Uuiou Pacific 
railway i huh, hut be did not sea oue spot that 
possessed half the oomlort or half tbo beauty 
of poor Vancouver Island, llo oulogiBifd tbo 
groat American cities, tho Amorioan char- 
acter, their institutions and tlioir commorcej 
but although ha was struck with astonish- 
ment at what bo saw, there was no reoaou 
why Cnoada should not become us grant aud 
prosperous. She only needed the railway lo 
do it. [jApplnune.] That ibe railway oan 
be built ho bud no doubt; that it will bu 
built he had every reason lo bo certain. Ca- 
nada bad ataked her existence on that rail- 
way. Tho lutM of her Ministry depended on 
carrying Ibat measure through Parliament. 
Did our people want a stronger guarantee? 
The Canadian people had ruilway ■ on the 
brain,' nnd no poliuoal party there dure op- 
pose the building of that road. [Applause ] 
The measure had strengthened the Ministry. 
The railway was partly (or domestic improve- 
ment aud partly for commerce. It might bo 
said it couldn't pay, but tho couulry would ba 
of no use to Canada ucless thoro waa a rail- 
way. If it will pay tho Americans to build 
now lines ao: oss the continent, it will pay 
Canada to build this road. It will strength- 
en British iullaonoe on lho continent, and 
reiidoi the country generally moie prosper- 
ous. With respect to the Toimioua, he 
thought a great deal too much had Oesu 
mode of il. The Delegates did nol go to 
Canadu to make Terms, but to got tho Terms 
that wero passed here. Those tliey scoured 
wero to tlio effect that tho Terminus should he 
to tho seaboard of British Columbia, und it 
was perfect child's play to nsk hi;n why Vio- 
tori.i. was not made the Terminus. Burrard 
Inlet and other harbors of the f/ulf af (roor^ia 
wore not lit for Asiatic commerce, which must 
seek tho most accessible harbor convenient lo 
the seaboard, and these aro on Vancouver Ii* 
land. In lima of war the Straits could be block- 
aded by a siii^lo cruiser. Barclay .Sound, ho be- 
lieved, would be lho Terminus, lt'lho Termi. 
uus bo inudu at Esquimalt or Barclay Sound 
our future is glorious enough. But if il 
doesn't come to tho [gland at all, Victoria 
would not be ruined. It might nol increase 
so rapidly aj it othowiso would, but it would 
grow and prosper. Victorians should not im- 
agine that a few thousand people 1 11 Vancou- 
ver Island were going to divert tbo course of 
that railroad. Canada had better buy Victo- 
ria out thau to suffer her to thwart a great 
national undertaking like this ; but there was 
no reason why tho people of Vancouver Island 
should not malm every effort lo procura lho 
Terminao here. Thoy should mako known 
their harbors to tho world, and look after the 
surveyors. The people of Victoria should survey 
the piece of land from Esquimalt to the mouth 
Bute river llieiusolrM. Thuy mult uot only talk, 
but they must ' shell out.' There must bo less 
grumbling) among them and moro work. The 
honorable gentleman then proceeded to skoteh 
lhe advantages of lho road to lau colony, the 
great number of trades and occupations re- 
quired to carry ii out, lho employment that 
would bo provided for tho rising population, 
immense supplies that would bo consumed ; 
activity would prevail on every side, enterprise 
and settlements would bo encouraged, aud 
even our own iron might bo used lor tho mils ; 
and to look lo tho not very distant futuro— 
[ when wo might bo lloating through spaco as 
spirit* — wo might soo iron steamships build- 
ing at Esquimalt. (laughter.) If ho wero 
asked to mako lho Terminus a tine qua no'i ot 
Confederation, no uuut tleclinu to answer 
whether ha would or not. The e If "o c t ot tho 
railway would bo beneficial ; — though soiuo 
might no the wall the great majority would 
risu; We should clinch these 'farms. \Ve rnnst
